NIXON TO ISRAEL,

ONLY 5 GAULLISTS 
IN FRENCH GOV'T 


PARIS (UPI). — President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing named his first 
cabinet yesterday and sacked For- 
eign Minister Michel Jobert who 
was at the centre of recent ran- 
corous Franco-American relations, 

He gave the post to France's 
ambassador to Bonn, Jean Sauva- 
gnargues, 59, a move which seemed 
aimed et making Germany the 
cornerstone of French foreign policy 
and could lead to a warmer climate 
between Faris and Washington. 

Redeeming his promise to “sur- 
prise’ the French, the 48-year-old 
head of state drastically cut down 
on Gaullist power, created an en- 
vironment Ministry and named 
five non-political “technicians.” They 
included foreign policy and finance. 

The 16-member cabinet is the 
same size as the outgoing adminis- 
tration and will hold its first meet- 
ing today. Giscard d’Estaing will 
make a nationwide television ad- 
dress tonight. 

Compared to 11 Gaullists in the 
previous government, there are five 
in the new line-up. 

The cabinet headed by Jacques 
Chirac includes a woman and intro- 
duces a new portfolio — the Min- 
istry for the Quality of Life.

TEL AVIV. — This city’s residents 
were yesterday urged to make gure 
that their yards are free of any 
standing water that would make 
the breeding of mosquitoes possible. 

The head of the Municipal Sani- 
tation Committee, Kremer, 
told a press conference here that 
the city and its neighbouring 
towns had eradicated most of the 
large mosquito breeding grounds 
such as those in Nahal Ayalon and 
in the Tel Aviv section of the 
Yarkon. He noted, however, that 
mosquitoes do not necessarily need 
a river or a pond to breed in. They 
can also breed in a small can of 
water or in a puddie beneath a 
dripping faucet. He therefore called 
on the residents to make sure that 
their yards are as dry as possible 
and to alert the Sanitation Depart- 
ment if they think that their yard 
does contain mosquitoes.

A young Jerusalem medical ecologist with a pen- 
chant for numbers has come up with an hypcthesis 
that is creating wide interest in the medica) world.

have a substantially greater hospital admission rate 
than children of non-smoking mothers, for bronchitis,

Dr. Harlap is a lecturer in epidemiology at Hebrew 
University-Hadassah Medical School, and member of

Interviewed in her office in Ein Karem, Dr. Harlap 
told The Jerusalem Post: “As I see it, a mother who 
smokes ig seriously endangering the health of her 
child. If she has an infant at home and continues to 


smoke there, she is guilty of an 
own ‘baby.” 


London-born Dr. Harlap, who came to Israe: 25 
@ volunteer in the Six Day War, described her re- 
search: “Under Dr. Davies’ supervision, I have been 
assigned to keep a close eye on the Jerusalem Peri- 
natal Study, a comprehensive computerized data bank 
containing the birth and post-birth records of every 
child born in the Capital during the past 10 years.

"I was startled to find that children of smokers 
had ‘been admitted to hospital more often than chii-

per cent. The smokers’ infants also suffered more 


often from injuries or polsoning.

And the more the mothers smoked, Dr. Harlap 
discovered, the higher the hospital admissicns soared. 
She puts it this way: “If you are the mother of 2 
child under a year old and smoke 20 or more ci- 


garettes a day, you increase by 300 per cent the 
chances of your baby being hospitalized for bronchitis 
or pneumonia.” 

Dr. Harlap believes she and other doctors through- 
out the world studying the effects of tobacco smoke 
on non-smokers “have only spotted the tip of the 
iceberg.” A recent study in Britain showed sharply 
higher carbon monoxide levels in the lungs of non- 
smokers sitting in a raiiroad coach with smokers, 
than in passengers who ride in coaches where smoking 
prohibited, 

Dr. Harlap would like to see nurses and paediatric- 
ians launch a nationwide educational campaign to 
alert mothers to the hazards of smoking when they 
are at home with their babies. 

Neither she nor her husband — a mathematics 
teacher — smoke. They are the parents of two little 
girls aged two-and-a-half and 11 months. “I did Ughr 
up a few cigarettes one day while at college,” Susan 
Harlap admits. “But I gave it up the same day. I 
found it was a nuisance as well as a senseless waste 
of time and money. 

“Now I know it is much more than that : it is a 
danger to my children, and a possible danger to 
their future development into healthy adults as well."

British MPs hope to sway 


Soviets on

4 possible breakthrough in the 
attitude of Soviet’ authorities to- 
wards Jews applying for exit visas 
may result from the meeting in 
London next month between Soviet 
officials and members of the Bri- 
tish All-Party Parliamentary Com- 
mittee for the Release of Soviet 
Jewry. This was statel yesterday 
by Greville Janner, Honorary Sec- 
retary of the committee, at a press 
conference in Jerusalem yesterday. 

A delegation of the committee 
is here for one week to meet some 
of the Russian immigrants for 
whose release they have worked 
‘over the last two years. The dele- 
gation comprises committee chair- 
man Hugh Dykes (Conservative), 
Greville Janner (Labour), Ernie 
Money (Cons) and Phillip Good- 
heart (Cons.). The visitors will 
make it a point to meet immi- 
grants whose relatives in Russia 
are sti being refused exit visas. 

With the support of over 300 
MPs of ali parties, the committee 
is believed to be the best supported 
in both Houses. of Parliament, Mr. 
Dykes said. Most supporters are

non-Jewish and Mr. Janner is the 
only Jewish officer of the commit- 
tee. The committee now has bran- 
ches in most major cities in Bri- 
tain. 

The committee aims at making 
the Soviet Union adhere to the Uni- 
ted Nations Declaration of Human 
Rights, which proclaims the unres- 
tricted right of people to emigrate 
from a country if they wish. The 
Soviet Union is a signatory to this 
declaration. 

Mr. Janner said that the com- 
mittee does not support every dis- 
sident in the USSR and is not anti- 
Soviet as such. Yet, he said, last 
summer Mr. Dykes and he were 
refused Russian entry visas. This 
Js the first time that 2 parliamen- 
tary group was refused such per- 
mits, he said. 

The tate of immigration from 
Russia this year is only about two 
thirds of Jast year's, and this month. 
so far, there were 1,006 arrivals, 
compared with 2,185 in last year’s 
corresponding period, the press was 
told. There is a backlog of 140,000 
exit visa applications in Russia. 

The SGritish parliamentarians are 
cooperating here with the Public 
Council for Soviet Jewry. 


Wire & Cable plant strike 
deadlocked in third week

HAIFA, — The strike at the Elec- 
tric Wire and Cabje plant here Is 
three weeks old today, with both 
management and labour dug in for 
an indefinite deadlock. The plant 
is the country’s main source for 
most types of electric wires and 
cables, the Electric Corporation and 
the Communications Ministry being 

its main customers. 

The workers are now facing con- 
tempt-of-court charges for having 
allegedly prevented the manage- 
ment from removing fxished pro- 
ducts from the plant. According to 
the charge, the workers’ action was 
in Violation of an injunction issued 
py the Labour Court earlier this 
month, forbidding them from enter- 


ing the plant and preventing the 
removal of finished goods from the 
premises. 


The strike broke out ostensibly 
over the wage demands of a small 
group of maintenance workers, but 
this was only the last straw in ἃ 
long history of bad eni- 
labour relations at the plant. The 
bad feelings focused around the 
Personality of general manager Ret- 
ven Hirschhorn, whom the workers 
accuse of arbitrary behaviour. 


The Hatfa Labour Council, in 
turn, accuses the management of 
trying to turn a group of several 
dozen immigrants from Georgia into 
strikebreakers. Meanwhile, nearly 
350 of the over 400 striking work- 
ers have found temporary jobs.

Chirac: a young wolf 


Jacques Chirac, 41, is com- 
monly known in French political 
circlea as “the young wolf.” This 
translates as “an ambitious young 
man with teeth.” 

He is tall and his hair is 
slicked back and he is not very 
populer, but ig known as “an 
achiever." He gets done the 
things his bosses want done. 

He is one of the first French 


Premiers ever to speak comfort- § 


ably in English. 

Chirac did a post-graduate 
course at Harvard University and 
said he paid for it by working 
as a bottle-washer and a driver 
for a Texas millionaire. 

A common market official in 


Brussels described him as “a ἢ 


political opportunist,” but added: 
“He hag sufficient talent to do 
any job the President assigns.” 

The naming of Chirac as 
France’s new Prime Minister ful- 
lows the promise of newly in- 
augurated President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing to create a youth- 
ful government. 

But to some European diplom- 
ats Chirac is an aggressive and 
brash diplomat who stands for 
the old France, the Gaullist era 
under the late President Georges 
Pompidou. It was Chirac as Pom- 
pidou's Agriculture Minister who, 
along with the then Foreign Min- 
ister Michel Jobert, rarely agreed 
with France's European Common 
Market partners and the U.S. 

During a marathon farm min- 
isters’ price-setting session in 
Luxembourg in 1973, Chirac ac- 
cused West German Agriculture 
Minister Josef Ertl of being more 
interested in Ostpolitik than the 
Common Market and of selling 
out Europe to the Americans. 

Said Ertl after Chirac's out- 
burst, “He should go see a psycho- 
analyst.” 

‘The two ministers later smiled 
and shook hands for photo- 
graphers, 

Chirac’s second outburst in the 
Common Market in Brussels 
came when the Market's execu- 
tive committee proposed that 
member nations limit sugar pro- 


posal “ridiculous” and charged 
that the French member of the 
committee, Claude Cheysson, was 
derelict in his nationalistic duties 
for agreeing to this. 

Since Common Market commis- 
sioners are duty-bound to act as 


Europeams and ignore pressures 


from their own countries, Com- 
mission President Fwrancois-Xa- 
vier Ortoli — himself French — 
issued a statement reprimanding 
Chirac. 

In Chirac's latest performance, 
on January 14, he demanded an 
inerease In beef support prices to 
aid French farmers. When other 
‘ministers balked, he walked out 
of the Market meeting and re- 
turned to Paris. 

Chirac won an election to the 
Parliament in 1967 from the 
Correze region. He leunched a 
rapid political career on the local 


and national level, being named 
as Secretary of State in the Fin- 
ance Ministry under the then 
Minister Giseard d’Estaing. 
Under Premier Jacques Cha- 
ban-Delmas, Chirac became his 
delegate in charge of relations 
with Parliament. In 1972 Premier 
Pierre Messmer made Chirac 
Minister of Agricuiture and in 


‘ 1973 Minister of Interior. 


Chirac, an outspoken opponent 
of Chaban-Delmas, organized a 
campaign to get Messmer to run 
for President after Pompidou's 
death. When that move failed 
Chirac threw his support to 
Giseard d'Estaing. 

TaH, with dark-hair thinned 
to a bald spot, Chirac is called 
“unfashionable” by the Paris 
press for wearing “suits of an 
uncertain cut and overcoats the 
color of gray coal. He wears 
undershirts and scarves no mat- 
ter what the weather.” 

One columnist said his “mind 


ἢ is like an operating table — no 
. doubts ferment there, no anxieties 


taint 1." The Minister keeps to 
his task 15 hours a day, telling 
colleagues “you are perfectly 
right.. but don't be mistaken.” 

“Le Point" magazine described 
him as “deaf to any disagrec- 
ment, unmoved by any new ideas 
(he reads nothing), suspicious of 
any innovation.” 

Chirac in the 1950s signed an 
appeal in Stockholm egainst 
atomic bombs. In the French 
Army his superior officers said 
this showed he was a Communist, 
and only after appeals did he 
win an officer's commission. Of 
his Stockholm signature he has 
said “it was a misteke.” 

Born November 29, 1932 in 
Paris, Chirac has a love of 
French cuisine, antiques and ar- 
cheology. He is married and has 
two daughters. (UPI)

BONN (UPI). — The arrest of two 
suspected East German agents 
touched off a fresh spy scare yes- 
terday in a nation that earlier this 
month experienced the shock of the 
resignation of Willy Srandt as 
Chancellor because of another 
espionage affair. 

The Federal Attorney’s office in 
Karlsruhe seld Monday Ghat secur- 
ity police arrested two Weat Ger- 
man Bundeswebr (armed forces) re- 
servists, one of them a member of 
the opposition Christian Democratic 
Party, on suspicion of spying for 
East Germany. 

Announcement of the arrests came 
three weeks after Brandt stepped

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Ulster: On the edge of c1rvil war 


BELFAST. — 
A STONE castle at the sea's edge, 
8. jetty and the bulk of an iron 
steamship beached alongside it. 
This is Carrickfergus. one of the 
holy places of Ulster Protestant- 
ism. No ordinary jetty: a blue 
plaque explains that here King 
William stepped ashore in June 
1690, into a kingdom which still 
belongs more to him than to any 
Elizabeth. No ordinary this 
is the Clyde Valley, and from the 
rusty darkness of these holds came 
thousands of smuggled rifles to 
arm the Ulster Volunteers in 1914 
and defy the Westminster Govern- 
ment’s decision for a united, self- 
governing Treland. 

Clear across the water are the 
gantries of the Belfast shipyards. 
There is no smoke, because no 
work. And Carrickfergus, too, is 
on strike, 

Opposite the castle, hundreds of 
men and women are queueing up 
at the labour exchange, squeezed 
behind the 83m. bomb-proof wire 
fence that screens it Next door is 
the town's office of the Ulster 
Workers' Council, the organization 
which nobody had heard of three 
weeks ago and which has now 
halted the economic life of Northern 
Ireland. The strike in Carrickfer- 
gus is total, orderly, determined. 

At Carrickfergus, as in so many

other places, what began as a de- 
fiance of authority has become 
authority itself. 

Its very success is beginning to 
change the nature of the great 
strike, and to blunt its edge. The 
fiery barricades are down in Bel- 
fast: the Ulster Workers’ Council 
fas such complete control of who 
gets petrol and uses tha roads that 
they are no longer needed. The 
Protestant para-military forces, the 
UDA and the UVF, are either out 
ferrying coal and eggs or standing 
aimlessly on the corners. Their role, 
so menacingly clear in the first 
strike days, is for the moment over. 
And every day makes the Workers’ 
Council] and its branches less re- 
sponsive to the political despera- 
tion of those who launched the 
strike and more responsive to the 
needs and wishes of the hundreds 
of thousands’ of families who look 
to the Workers’ Councils for the 
™means to stay nourished, warmed 
and well. 

It may be that, as Mr. William 
Craig claims, Army intervention to 
keep essential services going will 
bring back the intensity of the 
crisis, although both asides aré de- 
termined that such an intervention 
must not end in shooting. 

The Provisional IRA is teking 
care to give no provocation which 


might revive that sense of purpose, 
and in Belfast there are signs of 
an informal truce in many areas. 
In terms of bombs and murders, 
this has been a relatively peaceful 
week, 


The Protestant extremists ere 
now, in fact, running large areas 
of Ulster. Thelr purpose is to force 
new elections to the Assembly at 


Stormont, elections that would al- 
most certainly sweep away the 
Faulknerite Unionists. 

But neither side wants to take 
its attitude to extremes: the 
Workers’ Councils will not, accord- 
ing to Mr. Craig, declare them- 
selves a provisional Government, 
just as the Army will not arrest 
thelr members. Either step could 
lead to a shooting war, and a 
shooting war between the Army 
and the Protestants would lead — 
80 Most people here believe — to a 
final Eritish decision to abandon 
Ulster to its fate. The immediate 
threat to the Executive at Stor- 
mont comes from within, not from 
the streets. 

What happens now? There is 
evidence that in time the strike 


may run itself down, degenerating 
into an angry chaos in which differ- 
ent para-military groups could 
wrestle for the leadership of the 
movement. But even if the strike 
peters out, nothing will be quite the 
same again. A power-sharing com- 
promise acceptable to Protestants 
and Catholics will be farther away 
than before. On the other hand, 
the new leadership thrown up by 
the strike marks the steady pass- 
ing of Loyalist initlative into work- 
ing-class hands, the slow draining 
of political Toryism and even of 
purély religious emphasis 
body, of Ulster Protestantism. For 
last weeks, men like Willlam 
and Ian Paisley have been 
following events rather than lead- 
ing them. 

More likely, though, is the col- 
lapse and resignation of the Exe- 
cutive, torn apart by the Loyalist 
strike on one flank and on the 
other by the desperate reluctance 
of the British to take action which 
could alienate ‘moderate’ Protestant 
opinion.

high-achievement paper airplanes 


ONE OF THE world's great annual 
aeronautical meets took place in 
Jerusalem last Sunday morming 
when over 100 small fry, in all 
their fearsome urchinhood, gathered 
at the Hebrew University Stadium 
to fly their model gliders. 

Organized by the Municipality, 
for the tenth successive year, the 
event generated great interest 
among the scruffy denlzens of the 
sixth to ninth grades, momentarily 
eclipsing the currently fashionable 
pursuits of all-in wrestling, making 
fires with magnifying-glasses and 
the tortoise-hunting season. 

A horde of balsa-wood kamikazes 
were catapulted all over the field 
with tremendous seriousness while 
referees armed with stop-watches 
timed their duration aloft. Some 
young purists scorned the elastic- 
powered launch, preferring to save 
their catapults for more nefarious 
activities, and launched their dell- 
cate craft by hand. Several dif- 
ferent models were flown, each with 
their band of devotees. The simplest 
glider, the Ston IL (nobody could 
satisfactorily account for the de- 
mise of the first series) and a ra- 
ther more  bird-shaped type, the 
Bisley (shades of Jonathan Living- 
stone Seagull), were the favourites. 
The average flight was about eight 
seconds — which is longer than you 
think — and flights of 20 seconds 
were mentioned with bated breath. 

Some of the tousle-haired cogno- 
scenti were putting the finishing 
touches to thelr craft with scraps 
of sandpaper while, after one or two 
tel ing nose-dives, anguished cries 
of “who's got some glue?” echoed 
around the empty grandstands. The 
talk was of ratios of drag to lift: 
double-dinedrals, airfoil sections and 
air viscosity, debated with all the in- 
tensity of which only an 11-year-old 
is capable. It was very impressive 
and so was the graceful, swooping 
fight of their tiny craft as they 
soared all over the field, 


Hovering pigeon | 
An instructor explained that some 
of the kids go on to real gliding 
while others prefer to build more 
complicated models, aiming at pe- 
trol-powered craft, During the inter- 
mission one of these was put 
through its paces, performing all 
eorts of complicated aerobatics and 
uttering a truly fearsome nolse 
from its tiny engine. During its 
flight the model plane was closely 
observed by a hovering pigeon, 
though whether the bird’s interest 
was scientific or sexual could not 
be determined, 
(My own childhood was punctuat- 
ed with experiments in aerodyna- 
mics. The earliest of these involved 


- throwing a rather bald tennis ball 
against the wind and over our two- 


storey house, then dashing through 
the entrance hall, negotiating the 
Kitchen steps ‘all the doors having 
previously been propped open) and 
catching the ball in the back yard. 
Not loog ago I was astonished to 
see, in a TV film, the composer Pet- 
er Warlock doing precisely the same 
thing in Delius’ home. 

We were all aeroplane-mad 
and used to hike miles to see Sir
